was not the slightest warrant for the 
seizure 
of

aviators. 
They were merely captured because 
it was believed that our government 
would stand a monetary loss lo save 
their lives. 
dome years ago when a Moroccan 
bandit captured 
one Perdu ari l, 
an 
American citizen, the demand made 
upon the Moroccan government was 
concise 
and strictly 
to the 
point, 
without diplomatic verbiage. 
It ran: 
*'Perilicardle alive or Raisuli dead!” 
And 
the Moroccan 
government 
se­ 
cured the release 
of Perdicadis, 
al­ 
though it is said the sultan of Morocco 
had to pay a largo sum of money to 
the bandit chief and grant him con 
cessions in return for his complais­ 
ance in freeing his captive. 
It appears that 
the case is 
very 
similar. 
The Moroccan 
government 
was powerless to capture and punish 
Raisuli, so it made terms with him. 
The Carranza government is power­ 
less to capture and punish the Mexi 
can bandits, so it should compound 
with them and pay the ransom which 
they demand, so that the loss will not 
fall upon our government or our citi­ 
zens, many of whom were willing ti 
pay the sum demanded rather than 
see American officers put to death by 
outlaws.

The claims of the Carranza officials,
